PEKING, December 21 (Hsinhua) - A communique was issued here today 
pi the trade talks between the People T s Republic of China and the 
Republic of Egypt, The text follows; 


In accordance with the stipulations of the Sino-Egyptian trade 
agreement, the representatives of the two governments f eld talks in 
Peking and signed a "protocol to the trade agreement between the 
government of the People’s Republic of China and the government of 
the Republic of Egypt for the 3rd agreement year" on 21st December 
1957* The trade protocol provides that in the third agreement year, 
the two parties will export commodities to each other’s country 
for an amount of £13,000,000, 

Lei Jen-min ? Vice-Minister for foreign Trade of the People’s 
Republic of China, signed on behalf of the government of the People's 
Republic of China* and Mostafa Khalifa, Assistant Under-Secretary of 
State, Ministry or Commerce of the Republic of Egypt, signed on 
behalf of the government of the Republic of Egypt, 


During the negotiations, the two parties unanimously expressed 
satisfaction at the implementation of the protocol for the second 
agreement year and also expressed confidence that Sino-Egyptian 
relations of trade and friendly co-operation will be continuously 
consolidated and developed. 

The Egyptian Government trade delegation^ during its stay in Peking, 
had made extensive contacts with various Chinese trading corporations 
and concluded some transactions with them. The negotiations were 
conducted in an atmosphere of friendliness and cordiality.

End the horror of nuclear warfare, appealed Taylor. "This is the 
only problem that matters. Everything else takes second place. The 
only method is to talk to the Russians, talk and keep on talking," 
he continued. "A long range exchange of letters won't do. Leaving 
it to the German -mbassador at Moscow won't do though it is what 
j'.A.T.O. has just agreed to. I wonder they didn't dig up Ribbentrop 
and send him to Moscow. Nor is there any point in leaving it to the 
conference at the Foreign Minister level.... .the talks have to be at 
the top. They will take a long time. All right. It is a price 
worth paying." 

He said that none of the western statesmen wanted the destruction 
of the human race. But they were getting on in years. "Some of them 
including the President of the United States are invalids. They are 
all fussed over a thousand little problems in their own countries. 
None of them hears the angel of death hovering over the world. 

"But we do. We have not much time. Perhaps 6 minutes. At most a 
few years. Every day makes an agreement more difficult. We should 
start talking now. And we should never stop." 

Taylor pointed out that an alternative to destruction eristed. 

"It is the"alternative of living with Soviet Russia and the communist 
world as equals." 

He said the western statesmen were well paid and they must find a 
way out. "If they do not, let them make way for others who will," he 
added.

Mr. Hesu and Mr. Ma have 
expressed the readiness of their 
country to supply Egypt with 
complete factories for light and 
heavy industries, as required by 
Egypt’s five-year plan. 

'Within short time* 

Mr. Hesu said that his coun¬ 
try was ready to supply these 
factories within a very short 
time, and to train Egyptian en¬ 
gineers and workers in their 
operation and maintenance 
either in Egypt or in China. 

Mr. Hesu further declared that 
China would offer prices that 
were lower than those of other 
countries. In addition to pay¬ 
ment facilities. 

Mr. Hesu declared that the 
purpose of the delegation's visit 
to Egypt was not purely com¬ 
mercial. He said that his coun¬ 
try was seeking to help friendly 
and peace-loving countries to 
develop their industries and thus 
enable them to have wider com- * 
mercia! and industrial exchange 
with China.

Egypt is to supply China with cotton, 
cotton yarn, textiles, and rice under a 
£13 millions trade agreement signed 
between the two countries. Mostafa 
Khalifa, the Egyptian Under-Secretary 
of Commerce, said here to-day on his 
arrival from Peking that in return 
Egypt would receive Chinese soya¬ 
beans, meat olis. iron, timber, tobacco, 
tea, lorries, machinery, and steel pro¬ 
ducts, 

Mr Khalifa, who led a trade mission 
which spent a month in China, 
expected a “ spectacular increase M in 
trade between China and Egypt during 
the next few years.—Reuter.
